Sprinkling or Overhead 
I Irrigation 

' To ii-rigate by sprinkling is j 
fsucii a common everyday occur-j 
ance that it would .seem almost 
a waste of time to take it up yet, 
iconsidering tlie amount of it' 
done there is less thought oi- > 
consideiation given to it than; 
should be. 

We will take up the ground 
sprinklei' lirst, get a string of 
hose, tie it to the faucet and j 
' watcfi it work. j 

I Perhaps the man who is try-1 
iing to sell it to you is watcliing 
too. lie strikes a splendid atti -1 
tuuc as he pato you on the back 
and .says. "Look at that, say, it 
I spreads it as even as a coat ol 
paint,” and maybe he thinks it 
does, but let us try a little ex-1 
IlMiriment on our own account. | 
I Shut oil' the water, then lay 
: the sprinklei' on the drive-way 
whei'e it is dry, now turn the; 
water on for just a monieni, j 
i tiien .shut it olf. j 

i Now in most cases you will' 
find practically a dry place near 
the sprinkler and for a short 
.ways out, then it gets wetter un¬ 
til about there-fourths the way 
out, then gradually diminishes 
to the edge. Try it .some time. 

; It is practically impossible to 
get an even distribution of water 
by using a round sprinkler; 
whether .singley or in groups.' 
yet it is the best we can do. 

W hen theie are obstructions 
such as trees or bushes it is 
much harder to do a good job 
and still more diliicult to give 
eveiything a sutlicient amount 
without wasting a lot of water. 

When sprinklers are used ex¬ 
clusively very few trees or 
liushes have a good deep root 
system as spiinkling puts most 
of the water on the outside oi 
tiie foliage line and especially 
is this true of tho.so having 
heavy clo.se foliage. 

During the hot dry weather 
nearly all leaves are itrotected 
from the sun’s heat by a coating 
of i)articles, dust, lint, and when 
the sprinkler is used it wa.shes 
this oil leaving their foliage ex- 
pt)sed to the direct rays ol the 
sun which will surely biii'ii it 
more or less. 

When a sprinkler must be 
u.sed to irrigate trees oi- bushes 
it is-well to remember that the 
liuei- the spray the more water 
will adhere to the leaves and 
stems and be more or less 
wasted, while the coai'ser the 
spray or drops the less will be 
cajitured by the foliage and in 
eon.se(iuenee will get to the 
ground and do good. 

Due of the most successful 
ways to waste water is to force 
it thi'ough a sprinkler so rapidly 
that it will cause it to form a 
very fine sray. or mist, or, as it 
is .sometimes called, fogging. 

.A large amount of water 
' treated in this way is immedi¬ 
ately carried otf by the atmos¬ 
phere, while, that which is held 
by the foliage soon follows alter 
the water is turned olf. 

Window Boxes 

' 'Phe most successful way that 
' 1 have found to water window 
lioxes is to take a (lower pot and 
put it on several of them, accord¬ 
ing to the size of tho box. down 
into the dirt until just the rim 
is out, then fill with sand.

Ordinance No. 224 


.Vn Ordinance of the Hoard of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of .Sierra Madre 
; .‘Amending Xo. Ui^ of the Ordin¬ 
ances of the City of .Sierra Madre, 
Fixing the Bond of the City Clerk 
by .Amending .Section 5 Thereof. 
The Hoard of Trustees of tlie City 
of Sierra .Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. Tliat Section 5 of No. 
1.M2 of tlie Ordinances of the City of 
.Sierra -Madre be amended to read as 
i follows:

Tlie City Clerk shall 
certify the adoption of this Ordinance 
ami shall cau.se the .same to be pub- 
lislied once in the “Sierra Madre 
News" a weekly newspaper, published 
and circulated in the City of Sierra 
.Millin', hereby designated for that 
purpose, and from and after thirty 
(DO) days from the publication there¬ 
of. it shall take effect and be in force. 

Tlie fon'going Ordinance was 
adopted at an adjourned meeting of 
the Hoard of Trustees of the City of 
.Sierra Madre held on the 29th day of 
May, 1917, by the affirmative vote of 
at least throe (3) Trustees, to-wit:
